[Text]  It  appears  that  diplomatic  competition  for  the  1988  Seoul  Olympics 
began  earlier  than  we  expected.

She  said  she  deserted  from  South  Korea  a  few  years  ago  as  there  was  no  free 
atmosphere  for  her  creative  activity  and  is  now  producing  films  in  Eastern 
Europe  as  she  desires . 

Noting  that  she  was  surprised  to  see  many  female  directors  in  Eastern  Europe, 
she  said  she  thinks  this  is  a  characteristic  feature  of  socialist  society. 

In  the  Western  capitalist  society  if  one  fails  once  in  direction  it  is  very 
difficult  for  him  to  continue  his  work.  But  in  Eastern  Europe  as  there  are 
no  social  contradictions  and  unfavourable  conditions  female  directors  have 
ample  opportunity  to  participate  in  social  affairs  and  even  small  countries 
can  produce  many  successful  films,  she  said. 

Saying  that  in  general  female  directors  have  little  power  and  capacity  of 
appealing  to  broad  segments  of  spectators,  transcending  their  own  assertions, 
but  have  the  strong  point  of  portraying  their  assertions  with  their  sensi¬ 
bility  as  women,  she  continued: 

I  think  that  we  female  directors  should  more  patiently  and  actively  parti¬ 
cipate  in  social  affairs  and  energetically  produce  works  which  may  contri¬ 
bute  to  society  as  much  as  male  directors.  In  other  words,  successful  works 
enjoying  absolute  response  from  many  spectators. 

To  this  end,  I  think  that  novel  thought  should  be  directed  to  the  choice 
of  material. 
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In  other  words,  the  scope  of  their  assertions  should  be  diversed  as  much  as 
male's  and  have  a  strong  skeleton  as  male's. 

She  said  that  the  film  "An  Emissary  Unreturned"  depicts  various  pains  and 
problems  of  weak  nations  in  the  world  and  gives  a  clear  answer  to  them  and 
she  challenged  material  and  theme  women  had  not  tackled  so  far  and  she  had 
thought  having  nothing  to  do  with  her.

She  stressed  that  women,  particularly  all  the  women  directors  in  socialist 
society  should  actively  tackle  universal  themes  and  more  energetically  work 
and  increase  their  works .

TREATMENT  OF  KOREANS  IN  JAPAN  DENOUNCED

[Text]  Tokyo,  19  Jul  (KNS-KCNA) — Japanese  police  freely  read  the  original 
registration  lists  of  Korean  residents  in  Japan  which  are  preserved  at  local 
self-government  bodies  in  all  parts  of  Japan  and  use  them  as  means  for  "pre¬ 
serving  public  peace"  to  enrage  the  Koreans  in  Japan. 

Police  freely  read  the  lists  of  Koreans  in  Japan  at  local  self-government  bodies 
in  239  cities,  according  to  the  central  headquarters  of  the  All  Japan  Prefectural 
and  Municipal  Workers'  Union  which  conducted  investigation  vis-a-vis  clerks  in 
charge  of  foreigners  registration  business  in  some  600  cities  of  Japan  from 
February  to  March  this  year. 


Police  asked  about  the  contents  of  the  registration  lists  on  the  phone  and  used 
them  in  investigation  work  in  261  cities  and  copied  the  lists  or  fingerprints  in 
47  cities. 

It  was  brought  to  light  in  September  last  year  in  Tokyo  that  a  policeman  in 
charge  of  public  security  daily  called  at  the  Shinjuku  district  office  to  freely 
read  and  copy  the  registration  lists  of  Koreans  in  Japan. 

According  to  the  investigation  by  socialist  Dietmen,  such  acts  were  revealed 
in  Hokkaido,  too,  to  cause  a  public  stir. 

The  chairman  of  the  Oita  prefectural  headquarters  of  the  General  Association 
of  Korean  Residents  in  Japan  (Chongnyon)  issued  a  talk  on  June  19,  and  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  headquarters  called  at  the  prefectural  police  headquarters 
on  June  22  to  lodge  a  stem  protest  against  the  violation  of  human  rights  of 
Koreans  in  Japan  and  strongly  demand  that  appropriate  measures  be  taken  lest 
such  acts  should  occur  again.
